1 . D1 discloses a coated optical fiber comprising an outer cured coated layer formed from 
liquid curable resin composition. The composition comprises:. 

- (a) urethane (meth)acrylate obtained from reaction of diisocyanate compound, hydroxyl 
group containing (meth)acrylate compound and/or polyol compound, 

- (b) (meth)acrylate compound and 

- (c) polymerization initiator. 

Cured coating has modulus of elasticity of 50 MPa or more at 23 deg. C. 

D2 discloses an adhesive comprising urethane (meth)acrylate comprising a backbone, 
urethane and (meth)acrylate; hydroxy (meth)acrylate where the hydroxyl and acrylate are 
separated by at least 3 carbons; and photoinitiator(s). 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from the disclosure of the available prior art at least 
in that the stress relaxation time is not specified in any of D1 and/or D2. 

The liquid resin compositions claimed solve the problem of eliminating residual stress of 
the coating layer as shown by the examples and comparative examples of the application. 
However, it has not been demonstrated that said problem is being solved over the whole 
range of stress relaxation time and glass transition temperature according to claim 1 , but 
only in a range of 2 to 16 min (stress relaxation) and 70 to 80 (glass transition 
temperature). 

An inventive step can therefore not be acknowledged over the whole scope of the 
claim. 

2. Similar considerations apply to claims 1 1 and 12. 
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
